'( PiTTSBUKG, July 6.— The strike of coal 
miners IB on in the Pittsburg district, 

but reports as to ita extent are so cou- 
(licting and meagre that it is diflicult to 
tell how many men responded to the 
strike orders. The miners' officials have 
not hoard from one-four,th of the mines 
in .the district, bdt they expressed tbem- 
aelvea confident that the order had 
been generally obeyed and that all 
the diggers would be out in 
a few days. The reports received 
say that all the mines on the Wheeling 
division of the Baltimore (Jnio are 
idle. Among the mines shut down are 
those of the Pittsburg and Chicago Oras 
Coal Co., whose men it is said woul I 
not (juit work as tlioy liad individual con- 
tracts. The Osceola mines are idle, ae 
are also those at Shaner'tj. 

The most encouraging reports for the 
strikers come from the river mines, and 
it can be stated that fully t>,l)00 river 
diggers are idle. But few mines are in 
operation and the indications are that 
by Thursday every mine will be shut 
down as the miners are determined in 
their demands. 

A dispatch from Wheeling, W. Va., 
says that the ihen at the Settick mines 
on the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, in 
Ohio, are now at work at the advance. 
The 3,000 miners on the Cleveland, 
Loraine & Wtieeling railroad voted two 
to one against tlie strike, and are all 
working as usual. The mining ofllcials 
are working might and main to get the 
individual contract miners out. Their 
Buccess in the case of the Pittsburg and 
Chicago miners lias given them renewed 
hope, and they now expect to induce the 
men at the New York and Cleveland 
mines also to come out. 

While the strike partially commenced 
to-day in all of the live states concerned 
in the movement, no accurate account of 
the actual number of men who will take 
part in it can be known until to-mor- 
row. An opinion may then be formed 
as to its importance and the probability 
of its ultimate succesa or defeat. 



THE COAL STRIKE. 

No Prospect of the General Government In- 
terfering to Promote Arbitration. 

Xew Yokk, July 5. — The Journal and 
Advertiser publishes special dispatches 
giving the following opinions of public 
men regarding the miners' strike inaug- 
urated on Monday and the poaaibilitiea 
of arbitration : 

Senator Ilanna says: "The rates of 
wages are uneiiual anion;: niiners in cer- 
tain districts, whicli is unfair to the 
men. Tliis is a matter wliicli should bo 
arbitrated at once and fairly settled. As 
soon as busineaa revives and an increas- 
ed demand for coal will justify it, the 
miners should have their full share of 
its benefits, and I believe they will se- 
cure it without a strike." 

Secretary of State Sherman says: 
" Arbitration is always the best means 
of solving such coinplicationa as the 
miners' strike when the parties con- 
cerneil are willing to arbitrate. The 
(lueation of oU'ering arbitration, I think, 
is one for congress." 

Attorney-General jMcKeiiiia says: 
" The strike looks formidable now, bat 
may soon be settled by coinproinise, or, 
as other strikes have been settled by one 
side or the otlier yielding. I know of no 
law that authorizes the general govern- 
ment to interfere between employes and 
eni|)loyer8 in a matter of this jKirticular 
kind. No re(]uest has been made to the 
administration so far as I. know by either 
side to arbitrate between the operators 
and the miners." 



THE ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

The Turret Steamship Company Preparing 
For Their Great Undertaking, 

LoNooN, July 5. — The shareholders of 
the Turret Steamship Company, of 
which reterson, Tait it Go. are man- 
agers, held a meeting yesterday and 
adopted a jiroposal to absorb their capi- 
tal in a now corporation established to 
work tiie Canadian fast service under the 
Imperial government's subsidy. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday by a Liberal newspaper, 
said he could not assert that the new line 
would be extremely popular in Canada, 
but the scheme had been undertaken 
because it is believed to be the best 
meauB of developing the country, Cana- 
dians thought it would attract passen- 
gera to all parts of North America be- 
ciuso the route would be shorter and 
more pleasant.

BLOCKED BY GREAT BRITAIN, 

United States Sealing Arrangeniqnts With 
Russia Might Otherwise Have Been 
Made Effective This Year. 

London, July 6. — Mr. John W, Foster 
the United States sealing commissioner; 
has arrived here from St. Petersburg and 
has paid a visit to the United States 
ambassador, Col. Hay. Messrs. Foster 
and llay will co-operate in pressing the 
sealinsi question upon the British gov 
ernment. To a representative of the 
Associated Press Mr. Foster said the de- 
tails of the arrangement arrived at with 
Riissia could not be revealed, but he 
said they were entirely satisfactory 
Mr. Foster had no doubt Japan was 
equally ready to co-operate with the 
United States in tha protection of the 
seals. He was not going to Japan, but 
he had conferred with the Japanese 
minister at Washington and thought an 
agreement could be reached directly be- 
tween the two governments. The inea 
sures to be agreed upon, however, would 
not be made ell'ective before 1.S08, but 
liad Great Britain shown the same will- 
ingness as liussia they might have ap 
plied this season. 

TURKEY HOLDS OFF. 

Sultan's Ministers Averse to Accepting tlie 
Frontier Prescribed by the Powers. 

Co.NsrANTiNOPi.u, July 0. — Contrary to 
expectations the decision of the council 
of ministers is not favorable to the de- 
mands of the ambasBadors relative to the 
Turkish frontier. The situation there 
fore ia regarded as being very strained 
The Turkish reply virtually implies a 
rupture in the negotiations, and the 
powers must make concessions or adopt 
measures to enforce their decisione. 

It ia reperted that the grand vizier de- 
clared to' the Saltan that he will never 
sign an agreement based on the strategic 
lines proposed b;^ the ambassadors. At 
the same time it . is thought in some 
quarters that the attitude of the Turkish 
government is designed to enable the 
Sultan to yield to the latter by sacrific- 
ing some of his ministers. 

St. Pktki!siu;iio, July 0. — The Novo 
Vremya strongly exhorts the Turkish 
government to abandon any further sub- 
terfuges in the negotiations for peace be- 
tween Greece and Turkey, unless the lat- 
ter country should wish the powers to 
adopt harsh measures . to enforce their 
peace programme. . 

FRANCE AND-' RUSSIA. 

SociallBt Deputies Object to Any Expense 
Upon GlorifyiDR- the Czar. - 

Paris, July 0. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day the budget committee, 
which yesterday unanimously adopted 
the credit asked for to defray the ex- 
penses of President Faure's visit to St. 
Petersburg, formally reported in favor 
of the credit. The Socialists opposed it. 
M. De Jeante declared that the republic 
was not established in order to render 
homage to tyranny, adding that the 
money of France would be better em- 
ployed in relieving the misery of the 
working classes than in glorifying the 
liraperor. His remarks were greeted 
with loud protests. M. Brisson, presi- 
dent of the chamber, declared it absurd 
to talk about squandering money when 
it was a question of returning a visit of 
courtesy. The credit was adopted by a 
vote of 447 to 29. The senate unani. 
mouBly adopted the credit. 



(From Our Own Corrcspondeut.) 
Ottawa, July 6.— Among the Oan- 
idians specially decorated in connecttoa 
with the Diamond Jubilee, of whoin no 
mention was made in the English press 
dispatches, was Sir Arthur Haliburton, 
permanent under-eecretary for war. He 
received the Grand Cross of the Bath, 
ir Arthur ia ^ native of Nova Scotia. 
Senator Mills has aeqt a handsome 
subscription to the - fund now being 
raised to erect a memorial to Hon. Jos. 
Howe. 

New regulations to govern the working 
of the reciprocal tarifl'are being prepared 
by Mr. Paterson. 

Mgr. Merry del Val in a farewell 
letter to Archbishop Langevin, eays it ia 
his duty to exhort on the faithful a coinr 
plete abstinence from all agitation,'^ fo'r- 
getfulnesa of all divisions and resent- 
ments, and the suspension of all 
discussion of the school question. Tho 
latter being placed upon an unprece- 
dented basis for Catholics by the direct 
intervention of the Sovereign pontiflf, it 
remains with His Holiness to determines 
the exact obligations of the faithful and 
't is not for anyone to anticipate this 
lecision. Mgr. del Val returns thanks, 
for the reception tendered him through- 
ut Canada.

EUROPE IS EECONCILED. 

To the Annexation of Hawaii by the United 
States— Cuba Not a Parallel 

Case. 

LcsnoN, July G. — Mr. John W. Foster, 
the U.S. sealing commisaioner, said to- 
day, speaking of Hawaii : " We learned 
the sentiments of Russia and France 
during our visit to St. Petersburg and 
Paris. They will not object to annex- 
ation, and regard it as natural and in- 
evitable. 1 do not believe Great Britain 
will object. The European governments 
may lu.t like it, but they are reconciled 
to it. Hawaii does not presage the an- 
nexation L't Cuba. The cases are entire- 
ly disaimihir. Hawaii ia settled by Am- 
ericans and the United States has obli- 
gations to fulfil there, whereas Cuba is a 
colony of a foreign government." 

Race Course Setting. 
London, July 6. — The full court of ap- 
peals in the case of Oapt. Powell va. the 
Kempton Park Race Course, has revers- 
ed the decision of the lower court, which 
held that Tatteraall'e inclosures were 
places coining under the betting house 
act, and that therefore betting was ille- 
gal. The justices, with the exception of 
Sir John liigby, bold that the law did 
not contemplate the suppression of bet- 
ting in race course inclosures. 

President's Mother Hurt. 
C.VNTON, 0., July 5.— President Mc- 
I'linley's mother this morning, in walk- 
ing on the porch on a piece of straw 
carpeting, slipped and fell, striking her 
forehead on the doorstep. Although 88 
years old, she was not stunned, but was 
able to rise in a few moments and wash 
away tlie blood. A doctor was sum- 
moned and found the cut so deep as to 
require sewing up.

The maciiinery is said to 
work to perfection. 

Late last night T. K. EVeretts was 
found dead in bis roum in the new Home 
block, Hastings street. He had been on 
a spree and it |s supposed fell on his bed 
face downwards and was smothered in 
the bedclothes. He was 85 years old 
and had been canvassing for an insur- 
ance company. 

The cuBtoma collections for the fiscal 
year just closed were by far tbo largest 
in the history of the city.

KAMLOOPS. 
Ben Wehrfritz has purchased the Do- 
minion hotel with the intention of re- 
placing it by a fine two or three story 
brick building. The purchase includes 
the whole of the Dominion hotel proper- 
ty, formerly owned by Fred. Neison. 
Opposite the hotel is the building now 
need by commercial men for sample 
rooms. This ia to be reconstructed and 
converted into a commodious opera 
house, 40x100 feet. Mr. Wehifrit/. takes 
possession of the Dominion hotel on the 
lilth and building operations will be 
commenced as soon as plans are com- 
ideted and contracts let. 

TRAIL, 

.Saturday morning the annual school 
meeting was held. The contest over the 
trusteeship was very epirited. The 
nominees were H. Nelaon, D. Goldberg 
and Dr. Hoyea. Twelve or fifteen ladies 
voted. The result of the ballot was Dr. 
Hoyes 66/ Mr. Nelson 14, and Gold- 
berg p. 

About September 1 this town will be 
the scene of one of the greatest sporting 
events ever brought oil" in Kootenay. 

One of the greatest feats attempted will 
he that Joe Bovine, the all round athlete, 
ski-runner, high-kicker, etc., has pro- 
mised to walk the B. C. S. K. cable 
that spans the river hero. This ia a most 
daring feat, considering the length of 
the cable and ita height, but Bovine 
says he will cross four timea, twice 
forward and twice backward. On Mon- 
day Bovine raced against a horse from 
IloBsland to Trail for a purse of $25. The 
conditions were that he run on the 
Dewdney trail and be given a handicap 
of 15 minutes, and the horse to run on 
the wagon road. Etovine made the dis- 
tance in 40 minutes, winning with 12 
mimites to spare. 

ROSSLAND. 

Attorney A. II. MacNeill, the Miner 
'says, being interviewed regarding Mayor 
■Scott's action in suspending him at the 
meeting of the council Tuesday evening, 
said: " If the Mayor had been sup- 
porteil by the council, that would have 
fieen the end of the matter, but as he 
•was not I shall continue to act 
as the city's legal adviser, and 
■have been repeatedly called on to- 
day in that capacity by members of 
the council and city employes. Mayor 
Scott has exceeded his authority. He 
has no power to suspend me. The clause 
of the Municipalities act, under which 
he acted, will not stand the construction 
he haa out on it. I would not, however, 
have raised this point if hia action had 
been endorsed by the council, as I did 
not seek the job of city counaellor and 
certainly have no desire to thrust my 
servites upou an unwilling i)ublie. 

" I deaire to bav that Mayor Scott's 
action was entirely uncalled for and 
moat discourteous to me. 1 did not lix 
the salary which attaches to my ofEce, 
and if the council thought they hid 
placed it too high it would have been 
proper to have intimated as much to 
me. If I did not fpel lil<e acceptirg esa 
remuneration I should certainly have 
resiirned. As to the sum Ot $&0^tt mouth 
being enough, tbo proposition is ridicu- 
lous. The city's work for the next 
month or two will take all or nearly all 
one man's lime. The Mayor makes the 
mistake of gauging everytliine by Calf, 
when then! is no c-omparieon be.ween it 
and llosaland in anv respect." 

Alexander Dick ims returned from a 
month's trip to the Sloran country. He 
was accompanied by Captain James 
Morris, M. IC, connultiiig engineer nf 
the new British Columbia Gold Fields, 
of which 8ir Charlea Tupper, Bart., is 
cliairmun. Captain Morris is on his 
way to the Fort Steele country. 

Sir Charles Rose, who has been absent 
in Scotland for several weeks, is on his 
return to Rosahind. He has been entire- 



ly successful icPti great buamcss enter- 
prise with which he ia connected and he 
will be warmly welcomed back. 

June was not in any sense a dull 
month in the Trail Crieek district in bo 
far as the locating- and developing of 
claims was concerned. Ccrtilicates of 
work to the number of oSO were record- 
ed, representing as a minimum !f3S,000 
worth of development done on these 
particular claims. The list of locations 
shows that 209 were made during the 
month. 

The payment of licenses under the new 
Companies Act waa the feature of the 
nionth's business, however, at the re- 
corder's olHce. One hundred and seventy- 
five companies hnve paid up. Of this 
number all but five paid $100 each, the 
live exceptions being companies with a 
capitalization of $100,000 or under. The 
payment of these companies licenses 
represents the sum of $17,250, which is a 
very considerable outlay, considering the 
alleged dull times that are supposed to be 
prevailing. 

VERNON. 

The creamery project is not dead by 
auy means, although little is heard of it 
these days. The directors have secured 
the building known tia the jam factory, 
which will be altered and arranged to 
render it suitable for creamery j)urpo6es. 
A rental of $250 per year ia to be paid. 
A aullicient amount of money has not 
yet been obtained from auliscribera to 
enable the directors to purchase the re- 
quired machinery, but they hope to have 
the matter in better shape at an early 
date, though it is probably too late for 
this year. 

At a public meeting at Armstrong 
vigorous resolutions were passed urging 
the Dominion government to assist the 
immediate construction of the railway 
from Pentioton to Rossland. 

In a letter to F. A. Meyer, Captain 
Molyneaux, the purchaser of the Mona- 
shee mines, states that he will leave 
lOngland for this city early in August 
ami will at once start work on the 
mines. 

The dates lixed for the fall show this 
year are the 2lith and :iOth of September. 

ASHCROFT. 

Mrs. Laird, says the Mining Journal, 
came down from Willow River by last 

Tuesday's stage and left the same even- 
ing for Toronto. Mrs. Laird baa spent 
nearly ten months in this country, visit- 
ing her son, F. C. Laird, who is operat- 
ing on Willow river about five miles from 
Barkerville. 

A large amount of time and mimey 
has been spent on this projierty, and 
Mr. Lain! shows pluck and contideni;o 
by staying with it, and it is hopefully 
expected by all who know anything 
about the proposition tbiit it will turn 
out all right iu the end. The shaft is 
down over 200 feet, where the tunneling 
commences, and the tunnel is now in 
about 500 feet. All of the tunnel had to 
be timbered, and a great deal of extra 
work waa caused by rock caving and 
taking everything into consideration Mr. 
Laird has had many difiiciilties to sur- 
mount. Last week while all of the^ 
men were at dinner the large 
shaft hoase caught on fire, and 
being made of dry pine and 
cedar it took btit a short time to 
burn up. All the machinery and tools 
were totally destroyed and a new pump 
which was" in readmesa to be lowered, 
was also destroyed. The machinery 
which had been lying at the Slough 
creek mine about five miles away was 
immediately brought to Willow river 
and placed in position and is about 
ready to work again. 

In early days Willow river was the 
scene of great activity and several mil- 
lions were taken out by the most primi- 
tive methods, and as usual in those days 
quite a lot of good ground was left, only 
the surface being worked. Willow river, 
where Mr. Laird is operating, is the out- 
let for many of the rich creeks, Williams, 
Slough and others, and there must be 
very rich gravel on bedrock, 

Work on the Rivers mine at Bonaparte 
is being steadily carried on. Surveys of 

eight claims have been completed and 

crown grants applied for. A 20-foot 
^edge of good concentrating ore is shown 
witli a paystreak a foot to eigbteun 
i.._..es wide that averugea about lifty 
ounces of silver and twenty per cent, 
copper. Twenly tons of ore is now sack- 
ed and will be ahiijped to the Everett 
smelter in a few days. Captain .1. R. 
Mitchell is the expert in charge of llie 
property.

THE SENATE. 

No one will go any further than the 

Colonist in battling for popular rights ; 
but it ia unable to join in the clamor 
ag.iinst the Senate because of its action 
on Intercolonial extension. We think 
that those who underetand the situation 
are quite well satisfied of the desirability 
of extending the Intercolonial iiito Mon- 
treal, but as to the manner in which this 
ought to be done there is room for a wide 
dillerence of opinion. After reading all 
tiiat wag said in parliament and elimin 
ating from the discussion the attempta 
made to show that the arrangement 
with the Drummond County railway 
covers a piece of jobbery, we feel that 
the matter is one that might very well 
1)8 left In abeyance for a year, beforeany 
pormanent arraugemeut is made. It 
jiiny be that the Senate's action in the 
preiiiisea was lo some extent inspired 
by partizan motives, but as the outcome 
of it is not prejudicial to the public in> 
terests and as no attempt has been made 
to interfere with the constitutional func 
tione of the House of Commons, ucless 
possibly the appointment of an investi- 
jTHtiug committee may be so understood, 
we think it undesirable to inquire too 
closely into what prompted it. In pol- 
itical matters the public ia more cou' 
cerned with results than with motives 
When the question of changing the con< 
Btitution of the Senate comes up for 
consideration it ought to be dealt with 
purely upon its merits and not be mixed 
up with a business transaction or an al- 
leged scandal. 

There is no .doubt a very widespread 
impression abroad that the coastitution 
of the Senate is not in keeping with the 
other inatitutione of Canada. That the 
people do not consider a double legisla- 
tive body at all essential to good govern- 
ment is shown by the fact that the legis- 
lative councils in the provinces are one 
by one passing out of existence, and 
there has yet to be the first noticeable 
espression of opinion that their aboli 
tion has worked any injury. In const! 
luting the i^enate as an integral part of 
the legislative machinery of Canada, the 
framers of the British North America 
Act were influenced by two ideas. One 
^vas that derived from British precedent 
under which the idea of a second legisla- 
tive chamber not directly responsible to 
the people had been engrained into the 
minds of the people. The other was 
that wiiile the House of Commons would 
have to be divided between the provinces 
according to population, the Senate, by 
having a fixed membership, would serve 
as tt balance between the provinces. In 
the thirty years which have elapsed 
since Confederation, the occasion has 
not yet arisen when there has been any 
need for the exercise of this balance of 
power. 

There are two objections to a Senate, 
constituted as that of Canada. Ono of 
them is that it may become partizan; 
the other that its members may get out 
of touch with public opinion through age 
or other causes. On the other hand tho 
experience of the United States in re- 
spect to the election of Senators by leg- 
islatures is not such as to coinmoiid tho 
system to anyone. In the states of the 
American Union the Senators afeelected 
by the jjeople, and they are not a recom- 
mendation o£ that system. In France 
the Senate is elected, one-third of the 
membership retiring every year, and so 
far as wo know the system works satis- 
factorily. The Eundearath, which in 
(.icrmany corresponds to our Senate, is 
made up o£ memliors appointed 
l)v tho several states of tho 
Km pile. In Sweden the correspond- 
inu' chamber is elected by tho 
jnuuicipal corporations and townships. 
Tilt Spanish Senate, like ours, is made 



up of appointees for life by the crown. 
The Italian Senators are likewise crown 
appointees, except that royal princes are 
entitled as of right to seats. The Upper 
Chamber in the Netherlands is elected 
by popular vote in theseyeral provinces. 
In Belgium the provincial councils elect 
the Senate. The Upper House iri Den- 
mark is one hali appointive and the 
other half indirectly elective by the pop- 
ular vote. With these examples it 
ought not to be difScult for Canada to 
devise some good plan for reorganizing 
the Senat'e; bub the diversity of experi- 
ence in other countries is such that it 
would be a mistake for the Dominion to 
hastily adopt any new plan. If the Sen- 
ate as at present constituted, we do not 
now refer to its personel but to the man- 
ner in which appointments to it are 
made, is not satisfactory to tlie people 
any change ought to be proposed with 
deliberation and be exhaustively dis- 
uassed without the introduction of any 
e.^ctranoous considerations.

TUE WAIL OF THE WILD CAT. 

The Spokeamaa- Review, of Spokane, 
prints an interview with a man who 
attacks the British Columbia mining 
laws, which he thinks wore framed with 
the intention of driving out American 
capital, lie appears to be serious in 
this, for the statement is made twice in 
the same article. How any one could 
take this position if he knew anything 
whatever of what took place during the 
lust BCBeion, ia more than we can under- 
stand. So far from there being a deBiro 
on the part of any one to drive United 
United States capital out of British 
Columbia the whole desireof tho govern- 
ment and the house was to do nothing 
that would put any obstacle in the way 
of the free entry of the money and labor 
of our neighbors coming into thia prov- 
ince to aid in the development of its re- 
sources. There were those who thought 
that tho ellbrt in this direction was 
rather more than the nature of the case 
called for. Possibly the Spokesman- 
Review did not know this, but it ig cer- 
tainly not unreasonable toexpcct a news- 
paper to inform itself as to the facts 
before it permits any one through its 
columns to reflect upon the motives 
which prompted this legislation. 

Tlie Spokane paper's informant makes 
three objections to the mining law. One 
is that a penalty is to be exacted in case 
esiBliug corporations have not taken 
out licensea by July 3. This seems 
an unreasonable complaint. Some 
time had to be fixed by which 
the licensea must be taken out, 
and if any of the companies inter- 
ested have failed to inform themselves 
as to tho law they have only themselves 
to blame. The change in respect to li- 
cences was not made in a corner, but in 
the utmost glare of publicity. 

The second objection is to the expense 
of registration of companiee. About the 
onl3' answer necessary on this score is 
that a joint stock company which can- 
not aO'ord to piiy tiie registration fees 
demanded in this province has no ex- 
cuse tor existence. 

But it is in the third objection that 
the wail of the wildcat is heard theloud- 
eat. This is in regard to the provision 
requiring esbra-provlncial companies, 
which register in the province, to ap- 
point an agent resident in British 
Columbia, and making it compul- 
sory that companies shall be in a posi- 
tion to prove every important state- 
ment. Thia provision convinces the 
Spokane man that the framers oi the 
law know no more about mining " than 
a cat knows about the force of powder." 
The comparison with the cat in thia case 
ia somewhat significant. It was eats 
that the legiehiture was after when it 
made the provision referred to. The ob- 
ject of the legislature is, tirst, to compel 
compauiea seeking the protection of Bri- 
tish Columbia laws to become amenable 
to those laws, and, second, to secure per- 
sona investing iu mining corapanies do- 
ing busineas in thia province against 
having to hunt far and near lor the head 
oflice, only when they discover it lo find 
that no one is responsible for assertions 
put on t in the name ol the company. 

The Spokesman-Bevlew's information 
has another grievance, which is so new 
that we trust that he has taken the pre- 
caution to copyright it. Here it is : 

"Tho legislature gave the Commia- 
aioner of Mines, or some such function- 
ary, the big option of fixing duties on 
ores, and notice has been given of an 
oxport.dutv amounting to about $15 a 
ton." 

We are amazed that our contemporary 
should publish such unmitigated rub- 
bish as thia. The British Columbia 
legislature has given no ono any author- 
ity to levy any duty whatever upon ores 
exported siul could not do so if it 
wished. This blunder is only e(|tialled 
by that with which the article referred 
to begins, namely the statement that the 
Dominion parliament has been enacting 
mining laws for British Columbia. 
Surely it ia not unreaeonablo to ask the 
papers of tho state of Washington to en- 
deavor, before diecusBing Canadian or 
British Columbian legislation, to inform 
themselves as to the rudimentary facts 
concerning it. 

An oii.iicrrro.v has been made to tha 
law requiring the publication of certain 
notices in the Koyal Gazette. There 
may be cases where every purpose 
would bo served by the use of news- 
papers for tho purposes referred to, but 
the experience of all British countries ia 
in favor of maintaining a Royal Gazette. 
The disadvaatago and the actual danger

Kloudyke. 



" ilark Twain's " Cousin Returns 
Home With a Quickly . 
Grained Fortune. 



The power of gold to unmake as well 
as to make communities is well illustra- 
ted in the experience of Forty Mile and 
Circle City — the new towns on the Yu- 
kon river that one year ago teemed with 
an enthusiastic and constantly augment- 
ed population which never wearied of 
prophecy when the future greatness of 
their baby cities was the theme. Hayes, 
tiie mall carrier, w'ho lias just returned 
from an adventurous trip to these dis- 
tant mines, says that when ho reached 
the two cities he found them peopled by 
the women and children only, the entire 
male population bavins taken fire at the 
news from the Klondyke — although the 
therinon^eter never recorded high- 
er than 52 degrees below /.ero and ucca- 
aionally dropped to 71 degrees — and has- 
tened thither. 

At the Klondyke the excitement can- 
not be gauged even by the exjieriences 
of other great camps that have sprung 
into world-wide fame in a day. The 
richness of the new discoveries almost 
passes belief, single " pans " returning 
as high as ^800, and the necessaries of 
life being quoted at figures paralleling 
the gigantic ])rofits of the diggings, 
Flour, when the mail passed through, 
was selliug at %i per pound, while dogs 
for freighting were eagerly purchased at 
their live weight from .'f2 to.^5 a pound. 

Of the fortunes recently made, tliat of 
Charles Clemens, of Loa Angeles, a 
cousin of " Mark Twain," is perhaps the 
most talked about. Clemena went in 
leaa than a year ago, in company with 
another ecjually raw tenderfoot, Frank 
Summers, and it was not until Novem- 
ber last that they reached the Klondyke 
and located ground. Four months later, 
having already taken out $15,000, 
Clemena sold his interest for 1(135,000 
cash, while his partner, Summers, held 
on for two weeks longer and got $50,000. 
The money to pay the men was taken 
out of the dump which had been lifted 
from the shaft on the claim during the 
winter. These two men had each 
panned out $2,600 on their claim while 
simply prospecting it, and the man who 
bought Clemens' interest boand the 
bargain with a $232 nugget, which had 
been taken from the claim — the largest 
nugget yet found on the Klondyke. 

iSutnuiera ia a single man, while Clem- 
ens has a wife and two chiidreu in the 
California town that be has made hie 
home for several years past. Both will 
come out on the nest boat via St. Mi- 
chael's, bringing their fortunes with 
them. Neither man had any previous 
experience in mining. 

Other lucky greenhorns are Johnny 
Marks, who got .IdOiOOO recently for a 
quarter interest in.liis claim ; " Slurph." 
Thorp, who has a claim from which sev- 
eral pans have been taken going be- 
tween $-200 and $300 to the pan ; Billy 
Leake, who has bought a claim from 
Tim Bell for $31,000 cash for which Bell 
originally paid $36.

To TiEK Editou: — In the Colonist of 
this iiiorniiig'B (late 1 oljserve lucid and 
encouragiiii; references to prospective 
improvements in tbe route to the Vukon 
country by way of fikagaway Bay and 
Windy Arm and tho "White Pass. Tiie 
Gaaeiar Centrnl railway is also referred 
to aB being a factor in opening up a rich 
region of country, and briui;ing a^nin 
a rei)etitioii of those prosiieroiis ilaya in 
the history o( Cariboo and Caaaiar, wlien 
everybody bad plenty of money. Such 
a result is devoutly to be hoped for. In 
this connection I would refer to another 
route to the Yukon, whieli may he call- 
ed the Central route, namely, "that from 
Glenora, ou Stickeen liiver, to Teslin 
Lake. A trail between those points is 
now beina opened up. Tiie provincial 
government liave nppropriated if'J.OOO 
for that purpose, and i\Ir. J. 0. Cal- 
breath, of Fort Wrangel, lias for some 
time back been engaged in that work. It 
is also said that the I.^ominioii ^jovern- 
ment have detailed a surveyor to locate 
the best and most direct route or line for 
the trail between the points last men- 
tioned. That line will doubtless run 
near the route now being aiu-veyed be- 
tween Stickeen Kiver and Teslin Lake, 
and near the line of railway — Stickeen 
and Teslin — for which I obtained a char- 
ter to foaild during the past session of 
the provincial legislature, and which 1 
am now arranging to have surveyed and 
located. Such being the facts, will give 
an opportunity to have passengers and 
freight coiiveveol by this direct line via 
Stickeen Kiver to Glenora, through to 
Teslin Lake, and then by Teslin-too or 
Hootalinqiia to Lewis River, where the 
White Pass route joins that river, 30 
miles from Lake Le Barge.

DIVEESiry OF LANGUAGES. 

To THB Editor: — In my communica- 
tion yeeterdajr upon this aubject, in my 
desire to be brief, I ommitted to allude 
to the beauty of the language of the 

natives of the South Sea Islands, for in- 
deed it is full of sweet Bounds. I give tie 
a specimBn a few of their words, their 
numerals up to ten are Tasai (1), Lua (L'J, 
Tola (3), Fa (4), Elema (.5), Ono (C), 
Varto (7), Valo (8), Flva (!)), So foolo (lOj. 
For cold, maleli; hot, vivelli; good, 
lelai; bud, leanga ; yea, zoo; no, lai. 
lOuropeana are Papulangi ; siiip, vapa 
jiapulangi. I could listen for liours to 
liear them talk. It has been spoken of 
us the Italian of the South Seas, tlie 
cliarma and music of the language like 
aa in Italy harmonizing witu its aur- 
rouudinga aad climate, thereby suggest- 
ing tbe thought that the language of a 
p^ple ia, to some extent, an esponent of 
tbe manners of its inhabitants, and not- 
ably 80 does this apply to these natives 
of the South Seas, inasmuch as their 
alphabet has only some 13 letters in it, 
which is in happy unison with their 
limited wants — where the toilet is com- 
plete with a strip of cloth round the 
loins — where the taro vegetable, cocoa 
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But exactly the reverse ia tho case, aa to 
enable the sound to travel it is essential 
that a clear apace of water be preserved 
in front. Those who keep out from 
shore — even so far away as Curtis' 
Point— will find that the blending of the 
voices, the light and aliado, and the 
ellect generally, are observed to much 
greater advantage than if they were 
close up.

Party of C. P. R. RaUway Men Now Visit- 
ing tbe Coast. 

Mr. W. Whyte, who was recently pro- 
moted to tbe management of all the C. 
P.S. lines west of Lake Superior, arrived 
in town last night on his first official 
visit since his new appointment. With 
him came Mr. L. A. Hamilton, laud 
commieaioner of the C.P.R, at Winni- 
peg ; Mr. G. A. M. Aitkins, Q.G., Winni- 
peg ; Mr. W. Cross, general nnister 
meiihanic, C.P.K., Winnipeg; Mr. R. 
Marpole, general superintendent C.P.R., 
Vancouver; Mr. J. McGillivrny, secre- 
tary to Mr. Whyte; and Mr. Allan 
Cameron, D.F.A. The piirty have been 
for a short time in the Kootenay coun- 
try, whore they have had an opportunity 
of seeing how that district is progressing. 
Mr. Whyte says that the building of the 
Crow's Nest road will go on aa rapidly as 
possible, but the season ia now getting 
on, and it will take a little time to get 
the contracts in and settle arrangements 
necessary to getting the various sections 
of the road under way. Mr. Whyte 
remarked that the immigration into 
^lanitoba and the Northwest this year 
was much larger than last year, auvl 
this, in addition to the great mining de 
velopment in British Columbia and 
Western Ontario, together with the large 
inliux of people into tliis province, had 
inado an appreciable increasH in the 
freight business done by tho C.P.K. 

Mr, Aitkins, who is the company's 
solicitor at Winnipeg, and a very prom 
inent member of the Manitoba bar, is 
greatly imj)re8sed with what he baa seen 
of British t/olumbia, and considers that 
of all the provinces of Canada, British 
Columbia lias before her 'he most im- 
mediate benefits of progress, develop- 
ment and good times, 'ihe party wdl 
remain in town for a day or two before 
returning to Vancover.

PROVINCIAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Members Will To-Day by Invitation 
Visit tbe Quarantine Station. 

At yesterday afternoon's session of the 
Provincial Board of Health the lengthy 
correspondence in connection with the 
epidemic of diphtheria in Rovelstoke 
was referred to Dr. Walker and Dr. 
Davia aa a committee. In this connec- 
tion it was pointed out that reports from 
medical liealtli officers to the secretary 
of the l)oard were in many cases too 
vague to give the board full and accurate 
information in regard to outbreaks of 
sickness. With this in view the com- 
mittee recommended that the secretary 
be requested to prepare blank forma 
upon which medical health oflicers 
should give complete reports of all cases 
in the event of epidemics. This was 
adopted. 

It was decided also that tbe secretary 
and the sanitary inspector should, as 
soon as possible, proceed on a visit of 
inspection throughout the province, be- 
ginning with the canneries on tho Fraser 
river, 

Vaccination, its merits, and the nccea- 
eity of having it Hystcmatically practiced 
throuLdiout the province waa diacusaed 
at eomo length, and the result was that 
instructions were given the secretary to 
prepare a pamphlet on the subject for 
diHtribiition. 

A resolution was paflsed also request- 
ing tho secretary, after consulting with 
the Attorney-General, to prepare regul- 
ations governing tbe transportation of 
corpses in and throughout the province. 

To-day, by invitation of Dr., Watt, the 
members of the board will visit the 
Dominion quarantine station at William 
Head, the board meeting again in the 
evening. 



C.P.N. Co. and Union Steamship Co. 
Dispatch Vessels North from 
Victoria To-day. 



Alaskan Excursions Already iVu As- 
sured Success— The " Sigliu " 
Oischarpiug Cargo. 



With the sailing of two boats this 
evening Victoria will have four steamers 
on tlie jS^orthern run, the Barbara Bos- 
cowitz and the Danube, tlie pioneer ships 
in tbe service, and two extra ones in the 
Princess Louise and Coquitlam. 
The last mentioned belongs to 
the Union Steamship Company of 
Vancouver, and the dispatching of 
C. P. N. boat on the 'same route and 
at almost the same time looks auspi- 
ciously like opposition as keen and 
active as could be expected. The pres- 
ent northern trade does not warrant the 
four boats on the route and at about 
this time of year. Steamboat men de- 
pend more on return cargoes than north 
bound freights. That the former ia not 
yet forthcoming was well demonstrated 
wdieii the Barbara Boscowitz ariived a 
few days ago bringing no other freight 
than a few bales of furs and boxes of 
curiosities. It may be, however, tliat 
the Boscowitz is to be replaced fur a 
abort time while uiulergoiiig an over- 
hauling, but in any event the sailing an- 
nouiicemonta stand unchaticiil, and read 
Nana river and way ports via. Vancouver. 
The Louise, which ia to be captained 
by Uomniodore Irving in person, leaves 
Turner, Beeton it Co.'s wharf at 8 
o'clock, while tho Coquitlam is adver- 
vertised to sail from Spratt's wharf an 
hour earlier.

HYPNOTISM OR WHAT? 



The Influence That Compelled the Drum- 
mond County Deal Discussed, 



(Prom the Montreal Gazette.) 
It would be interesting to linow what 
influence it is that tbe proprietors of tbe 

Drummond County Railway had over tiie 
Ottawa ministera ttiat conipela the lat- 
ter to tho courEe they have taken. So 
far as public opinion can he judged from 
inJei)eudent Bourcea, it waa decid- 
edly opposed to the arrangement 
iiiiuio by tlie Koverniiient and re- 
jected by the Senate, and heart- 
ily approved 01 the Senate's coureo. 

The amended echeme the government 
liBB resolved on cannot be said to bean 
improvement on the past. It aiuiply 
provides that parliament shall vote 
money to Mr. Greenshields and his as- 
soeiatea to enable tbem to extend their 
line to Levis and shall then lease the 
road at a high rental. It is simply 
the old deal in a new dress. It is nn ar- 
rangement for a year, durinp; which time 
the government will seek to bring inlhi- 
ence to bear to eiialile it to carry a per- 
manent arrangement through. That 
permanent arrangement, as first sug- 
gfiflted, was bad; the temporary one is 
bad, also. 

It is intended to commit tlio country 
to tho policy of purchasing tho Drum- 
mond County line. That line is the 
least suited of tbe three open to the 
government. It is not the short- 
est possible route between Levis and 
Montreal. It is not tbe best traffic 
route. It is not bo much shorter than 
tho Grand Trunk aa to warrant tbe 
government in seeking to establish it 
ns a competitive route with that road. 
It ia not a first chiaa road, in the eonBO 
that tho Grand Trunk and Intercolonial 
are. The roporta of tho government's 
engineers show that itia not. It ia not 
even all fenced. The reports of other 
onuineere aay that the roadbed ia iiar 
row ; many of the culverts are of wood ; 
tho grade follows the surface of tlie land 
tho station buildings are inferior. With 
tho single exception of the bridges 
almost every part of tbe track and its 
appurtenances will have to be strength- 
ened—at the government's expense. 

So far as local traffic ia concerned from 
Levia to Montreal, the road will have 
to compete with ihe Grand Trunk 
in 11 country tlnit doea not iillbrd 
tniflic to make one road jiay. 
For through trallic the govern- 
ment cannot run ita traiiia any cheaper 
tlian tho Grand Trunk, anil cannot 
expect to make a profit out of an ex- 
tra hiinilreil inilea haul of traina that do 
not now pay to run. There is not a 
business argument in favor of the 
scheme. It ia inu.xplicable from every 
point of view save ono, and ithat is not 
creditable. It ia that the governtnenl 
care more for helping a supporter than 
for the oouQtry.— Montreal Gazette.

A By-Law ' 

TO AMEND THE "REVENUE BY-LAW, 
1893." 



W^HEREAy, it is expedient to ameuil the 

'» " Revenue By-Law, 1S93"; 

Thoreforo the Municipal ConncII or the Cor- 
poration of the City of victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: — 

1. Bcctlon 4 ot the " Kevenuo By-Law, 16D3," 
is hereby amended by adding thereto, at tlie 
end thereof, the followliij,' words; " Trovided, 
always, that no olllcer, uoii cominissloncd 
oiricer, gunner, private, or member of auy eorps 
ill the I'rovince of British Columbia, of tho 
active militia force of Canada, eerillied by tho 
ollUer coiumaiidiuR the corps to which such 
iiillitlainau belongsor is lUlaehed nb belugetlic- 
lent, shall be liable to pay such road ta.x." 

2. Section 12 of Sohedule A of said by-law Is 
liereby repealed, and the following enacted iu 
lieu thereof : ' 

"12. Eve^ petEon who, either on his or.n 
b:haU or as agent for another or others, aells, 
sollcitB, or takes orders for the sale, by retail , oi 
goods, wares, or merchandise to be supplied or 
furnished by any person or firm doing buslucs-. 
oiit.side of the municipality, for every iii.x 
rnonihs." 

.!. Kection I I of said Schedule A is hereby re- 
pealed, and the following enacted In lieu 

thereof: 

"11. From the proprietor, lessee, or manager 
of any theatre, concert hall, or other place of 
amu.seinent, entertainment, or exhibition, ac- 
cording to the seating capacity of such theatre, 
cijncert hall, or other place of aiuiiBemeut, 
entertainment, or exhibition, allowing twenty- 
two Indies for ono seat, the amounts foUowiug: 

"(1.) For every such place Seating nine hun- 
dred and (eventy-llve persona or more, f300,00 
for one year, or flOO.CO for three months, or 
?50 00 for ono month, or |5.00 for one day: Pro- 
vided, however, that no prnprietor, lessee, or 
manager of any such place shall be required to 
pay, In respect of such exhibitions, sums. In 
the aggregate, greater than the sum of fSO.OO 
per month for each Bucli i)Iaco: 

"(2.) For every sneh place seating less than 
nine huudred and seventy-five person.^, the 
amounts following:— f203 00 for one year, or 
$7.').i)U tor three monlhs, or ?:i0.oo for one month, 
or (5 (10 for one day : I'rovldod, however, that 
no proi>rletor, lessee, or manager of auy such 
last-mentioned place shall be required to pay. 
In respect of i,uch exhibitions, sums. In the ag- 
gregate, greater than the sum of 130 00 per 
month for each such place: 

" (8.) For every such place seating less than 
four-hundred persons, the amounts following:— 
JIOO.OO for one year, f50.C0 for six months, fSO.OO 
for three months, or ?r).00 for one dny: I'ro- 
vlded, however, that no proprietor, les.->ee, or 
manager of any such Inst-inentioiied place shall 
b9 required to pay, in respect of such exhibi- 
tions, sums, in the aggreghto greater than the 
sum of $20.00 per month lor each such place: 

"All licences Issued under the provisions of 
this section shall be known and designated ai 
•' Theatre Licences," but no llcenoe shall be 
re<iulred In respect of any exhibition, 'concert 
or other entertainment for the benefit of any 
church, school, or hospital, or any eharltabte 
entertainments by any amateur dramatic as- 
sociation or literary society " 

-1. .Section 30 of the said Schedule A is hereby 
repealed, and the following enacted In lieu 
thereof:— 

" !0. From every person following, within the 
municipality, any trade, occupation, or calling 
not heielnbefuro enumerated, or who enters 
Into or carries on any contract or agreement to 

perform any work or furnish any materials, 
?5.00 for every si.x months; Trovided, always 
that no person employed ns a journeyman, or 
for wages only, and not employing any other 
person or persons, or not having a regular 
place of business, shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this section." 

5. "The Revenue By-Law Amendment By-Law 
1S!M," is hereby repealed, and the foUowiug 
section Is hereby substituted for tbe. section 
substituted by the last-mentioned by-law for 
section 7 of the " Revenue By-Law, 1893," and 
shall form part of the "Revenue By-Law 
1893":- 

"7. The procedure for euforeinf; sections 2 
and 3 of this by-law, and tho schedule referred 
to therein, shall be those iirescribed by the 
"Municipal Clauses Act, 18'J6." In all other 
cases, every person who is guilty of an infrac- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
by-law shall, upon conviction thereof 
iu a summary manner betoro the 
Police Magistrate or any JusUeo of the 
l'-:acc having jurisdiction in the said dty, be 
liable lor every such offence, and shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
and coBtii ; and If such penalty and costs be not 
paid forthwith, or within such period as such 
Police Magistrate or Justice may appoint, the 
same may be levied by distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of tho offender, and In de- 
fault of siilliciant distress tlie offender may be 
imprisoned, with or without hard labor, for 
any term not exceeding thirty days, iiulesa 
such penalty anil cosis, Including t'le costs of 
the committal and conveyance to the common 
gaol or lock-up house, arc sooner paid," 

This By-Law may be cited as tbe " ' Revenue 
By-Law, 18U3,' Amendment By-Law, 1897."

Professor Jordan's Great Sohfime to 
Kill Oif a British Colamliia 
Industry. 



He Will Coi-rall All the "Bache- 
lor's " oil the Islands During 
the Season. 



The latest move by the United States 
that will tend to ruin the pelagic sealing 
industry is the building of a big corral, 
practically the fencing in of a harbor on 
the Pribylofl" islands, in which the 
young males will be driven and kept dur- 
ing the best part of tlie open Bcaaon in 
Boluing Sea. This ia what Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, head of the United States 
fur seal commission, stated as he chat- 
ted over the situaMon yesterday in th e 
Driard. Dr. Jordan, who is president of 
Lslanil Stanford University, leaves for 
Alaska by the (.lueen on Thuraday. lie 
is accompanied by Mr. Arthur Greeley, 
one of the fourth year studeuta of the 
univeraity, .and, in fact, all the 
parly already at the islands, or 
wiio are going there on the 
work of the coinmission are connected 
with Stanford. They are Mr. E. K. 
Farmer, aasistant in the electrical en- 
gineering department, and Meaara. \',d 
wards and Warren, students in elec- 
tricity; Messrs. SaodgraBB and Greeley, 
students who will attend to the zoologi- 
cal work, and Professor Wood of the 
hygienic department of Stanford, who 
ia going as a volunteer. 

There are several objects in Dr. Jor- 
dan'a trip to the north. In the lirat 
place he wiahea to gather data aa to the 
herda and to continue the work of last 
year when accurate accounts were 
taken of the number of seal pups, with 
a view to finding out the increuao or 
diininishment. 

A second object is one that will affect 
the British Columbia sealing fleet 
vitally. Among the baggat,'e that went 
up to Alaska recently was an electric 
branding machine, the invention of Mr. 
Farmer, whereby it is intended to brand 
the young pupa and so spoil the skins as 
much as possible for commercial pur- 
poses. This machine, Dr. Jordan ex- 
plained, can be worked either by hand 
power or by a small gasoline engine. A 
broad platinum wire is employed and a 
big S will bo burned into the seal's back 
where the fur ia best. That is one way. 
Dr. Jordan explained, that pelagic seal- 
ing would be rendered more precarious. 
Another method, which is Dr. Jortlun's 
idea, is to fence in a suitable harbor 
which has a narrow mouth and herd the 
young seal in it. 

" The fur seal," said Dr. Jordan, " is 
most valuable at the age of three, or 
perhaps in the case of a small-sized four 
year old. After that age the skins get 
coarse and are not aa valuable. It will 
not do to pen the female seals, but what 
we propose to do is to pen the young 
bachelors in this harbor, with a sufli- 
cient amount of ground alao encloeed 
inside tlie fence, so that they can easily 
live inside there for the month of Anguat, 
the best month at present under the 
reculationa for jielagic sealing." 

The nutterial for the wire fencing has 
already been sent up to the islands, and 
will be set up as quickly as possible, and 
as Dr. Jordan says, ia aimed to make the 
already precarious pelagic sealing as un 
profitable as possible. The Commercial 
Company will this year be allowed to 
kill not more than 20,000 seal, and just 
as many under that as the United States 
cominiseion decide as necessary to pre- 
vent any injury to the herds. Dr. Jordan 
takes the ground that the United States 
have full control ovei- all the seal as long 
aa they are within the three mile limit 
of the territorial waters, and can there- 
fore brand, pen or do as they please with 
the animals on the islands, and that it 
is in the interests of the United States to 
make pelagic sealing aa unprofitable as 
possible. The seal drive on the island 
18 during the latter ])art of ,Iuly and 
next year the batchelors, after taking 
out the ones that the company are allow- 
ed to kill, will be driven into the corral 
and kept tliere during August, so that 
while the company get their (piota, the 
British Cohimbia aealers will bo deltar- 
red Irom getting any of the males, eie- 
cept the old ones, and the females with 
a big S on their backs. Dr. Jordan did

has been appointed by the United States 
to draft a treaty to place before Great 
Britain with a view to further seal pro- 
tection. 

" Mr. Foster ia in England now^ on 
this buaiuesB," said Dr. Jordan. " I 
have charge of the natural history work 
and Mr. Ilatnlin of the legal portion o! 
the treaty." 

Probably the negotiations would have 
been facilitated were the present com- 
mission on the sealing claims finished 
and the British Columbia sealers paid. 
Dr. Jordan acknowledged, but at any- 
rate he expected that the whole question 
would be settled amicably some way or 
another. 

A United States government vessel 
will meet Dr. Jordan at Sitka and for a 

short time he will cruise on the 
BJa otter crounda to see what can 
be done for the jirotection of that aniniHl 
from extermination, lie returns to Sau 
Francisco liy the beginning of Septem- 
ber, tho rest of the party following about 
the end of that month. 

In connection with sealing, Dr. Jordan 
stated that a small party hail been sent 
from S.m l<'rancisco to the Guadnhiije 
iaiands, oil' iMe.xico, to see wiiether the 
small herd of aeal there were fur or hair 
seal. Dr. .fortlan thinks that if they are 
fur seal and suHiciently valuable to pre- 
serve, tlie United States may be able to 
have Mexico side with them in destroy- 
ing pelagic sealing. In fact, in discue's- 
ing the question with Dr. Jordan, 
one cannot fail being impressed 
with the idea that it ia the 
death of pelaiiic sealing that 
the United States ia striving for. The 
Paris tribunal would not grant the 
United States contention that there was 
a property right in seals, but that they 
\i'ere foerae naturae, and now while 
Uncle Sam wants to corral the whole 
thing anyway, get the seals on tho 
islandB and put a fence around them.

Rev. Mungo fraser is Holidaying in Vic- 
toria, Much Impressed With the Beauties 
of the Place. 

Rev. Mungo Fraser, D. D., of Hamil

NEWS OF THE MINES. 



Gordon Eivcr District Being Qaietly 
Prospecited ' Witli Some En- 
cHuragingr Besnlts. 



A Good Word for the Argo Mines- 
Vancouver Operations— Another 
Le Koi Dividend. 



Gordon River ia one of tho mining 
districts close to Victoria wbeie a great 
deal of work is being done, quietly but 
effectively. The hilla are full of pros- 
pectorB and several oi the mines are 
having extensive development work 
done upon them. On the Corbett, owned 
by Juliua Weat and hia partner Deacon, 
six men are running in a tunnel 100 feet 
Ions to tap the ledge at a depth of 250 
feet from where the upper tunnel lays 
bare a vein 40 feet wide. Aaeays from 
this property have gone $43 in gold, cop- 
per and ailver. AssesBment is being 
done on the Black Piince, on the same 
lead. A hundred foot contract is being 
run on the American Flag, and over on 
the San Juan river side a couple of Cor- 
niahnien have a contract on another 
claim for the same amount of work. AV. 
J. Owyer, who is associated with several 
other Victorians in mining properties on 
the San Juan river, ia in that diatrict 
now and will bring down with him a 
couple of tons of free milling ore for 
testing purposes, 

THE AltGO MIXES. 

A late issue of tho Sandon Paystreak 
has the following to say about the Argo 
group of mines, which are chiefly owned 
in Victoria and Nanaimo: 

" A personal interest is taken by the 
people of Sandon in the Argo on account 
of ita nearness to town. Tlio tunnel and 
dump are the tirat things seen by 
strangers on arrival, and any advance of 
the property ia welcome news to Sandon. 
Visitors are continually going up to see 
the mine, and all are given an oppor- 
tunity to see a mine in operation. A 
trip through the workings was made one 
day this week. The main tunnel is in 
240 feet, with a well defined lead 
all the way between good walls, 
and an ore body of shipping ore from 
00 to 90 feet long with to 18 
inches of concentrating. The ledge, like 
all the leads in this section, is twisted in 
every direction, and runs from a few 
inches to several feet in width. The 
work is for development. It is only de- 
signed to ship enough ore to pay running 
expenses, which will be about a carload 
every two weeks. Several short upraises 
have been made to block out the ore, and 
a shaft ia being sunk in the tunnel to i:et 
the ledge at a lower depth. A abaft from 
the discovery poet to the tunnel, about 
40 feet, shows good ore from the snrface. 
The last shipment netted $70 a ton from 
two tons of carbonates and seven tons of 
clean ore. Tho ore gives 90 ounces in 
ailver and 70 per cent. lead, and the con- 
centrating 50 ounces ailver and 45 per 
cent, lead."

ing two of her crew in ocean eraves.

Ca])tain Rua- 
eell diaiinosed the case and he reported 
that the entrineer died of rheuniatigni of 
the stomach. Soon after the engineer's 
death several of the crew wore taken ill 
with symptonas of the dreaded yellow 
jack. On J une 13 Kichard Blummerhae- 
eet, a mesa boy, died, and Dr. R. Blue, 
the federal quarantine ofHcer at this 
port, says that from the symptoms of 
the boy's ailment yellow fever waa the 
cause of death.
